HERE will be something stirring 
in Kentucky this spring and 
Summer, that is, if the Racing 

Commission goes through with what 
it was ready to do last fall. The Rac- 
ing Commission at that time was up 
in the air. The Federal Court of Ap- 
peals had decided that it was a con- 
stitutional body. But the commission 
was in the dark as to just how far it 
would go, as the decision had not heen 
printed. At that time the commissfon 
“Was prepared to tackle a proposition 
that would have appealed to the own- 
ers and breeders of race horses, It 
proposed to have the purses increased 
and at the same time provide for a 
certain number of stake events. Run- 
ning a meeting indefinitely with noth- 
$4 purses did not strike the 
commission as just being the proper 
Especially so, as the breeding 
interests make racing possible. The 
commission reasoned that the revenue 
therefore should not be hogwged by the 
racing organization. The breeder waa 
ehtitled to something which he could 
only get if the race horse had a 
chance to win the money. The clos- 
ing down of Chicago and St. Loutis 
limited the possible earnings of a race 
nag in the.West. Limiting his posa!l- 
ble Income, it to a great dewree «de. 
preciated the value of the thorough- 
bred. Of course, a good horse that 
could be raced East would bring a 
correspondingly good price, but the 
value of the ordinary nag kept a 
dropping as the year wore along. 
Chicago is still closed to the run- 
ners and bids fair to stay that way 
for a couple of years more. The same 
thing holds good as far as Missouri Is 
concerned. That will make Kentucke 
bear the brunt of racine again this 
summer. And if the old common- 
wealth will have to stand for that. 
the Racing Commission is going to 
see that those that race the horses 
will have something more to look 
forward to besides £400 purses.

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HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK 


The first head-on collision between the organized

) House by Speaker Cannon. The general situation is 
‘so simple as to be almost self-evident. ‘Ihe influ- 
- ehces opposed to water transportation have put the 
’ first work of inspection and recommendation in the 
hands of military engineers, knowing that their 
atural instinct is to favor military appropriations 
| the expense of those which have to do merely 
+ with business. In addition to this powerful nullify- 
" ing influence at the beginning, the organization of 
* the House, as well as of the Senate, is carefully 
\ framed to give final control to interests opposing 
anything which promotes freer transportation. Any 
movement for freer transportation must, therefore, 
meet one reverse after another before its final tri- 
umph. The element of humor is often to be seen at 
work in these reverses as when a canal is recom- 
mended parallelling the Mississippi River. After all 
defeats, which are inevitable in the present condition 
of American politics, there will be deep water from 
lakes to gulf, this also being part of the inevitable. 
Government ownership of the national waterways is 
an established fact. Their improvement by Govern- 
ment is established with it. 





The “Brownsville affair” developed during the 
week into mere politics, part of a game played for 
points, regardless of anything except the points of 
the game. The strong attack made by Senator 
Foraker of Ohio on the President, sypposably in 
defense of the colored troops involved, was made 
to forre a “race question” in front of all other 
questions in national politics, so that the people 
of the Southern States will be able to take no 
effective part with those who are struggling 
for great national reforms. It means, in brief, 
that the “race question” has been moved as a sub- 
stitute for the “trust question” and all similar 
/ questions and that the issue is now on the adoption 
of the substitute. 


The general confusion of politics during a period 
of indecision is illustrated in Germany, where the 
Chancellor of the Empire appeals to Conservatives 
and Liberals to unite in support of German institu- 
tions against Socialists and the “church party.” In 
Germany, Liberalism represents very largely the 
commercial element of the cities as opposed to the 
Conservative, landholding feudal nobility.

The Eastern Cherokee Indians of the new State 
of Oklahoma appealed on Tuesday to the Senate for 
redress against what they allege was the wrongful 
use of their funds by the Interior Department in the 
payment of enormous fees to lawyers in Missouri 
and Arkansas.

Congressman Murphy of Missouri introduced in 
the House during the week a Dill amending the 
federal revenue law so that federal licenses for the 
sale of liquors will not include sales on Sunday. ‘lhe 
proposed penalty is “forfeiture of stamp,” fine and 
imprisonment. Except in the case of oleomargarine, 
federal internal revenue taxes are not levied for 
regulation but for “revenue only.” In the case of 
oleomargarine the regulation is indirect. . The 
Murphy amendment is important only as @ symp- 
tom of the present attempt to place the regulation 
not only of business, but of health and morals, com- 
pletely under control of the Federal Government, 
regardless of the existence of State Government.

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A ROMANCE OF BLOOD AND IRON. 

The use of iron and steel in the United States 
and leading European countries has nearly doubled 
since 1890. Those who aim at the control of all the 





ore supply in sight have already made tables show- 


ing that at present rates it will not last beyond 
the first quarter of the century. — 

In-considering this on the basis of 1906, the Sec- 
retary of the British Iron and Steel Association 
points out that Germany’s iron supply was about 
exhausted in 1870. Then civilization developed the 
“basic process,” which carried industrial revolution 
with it. And the war with France gave Germany 
Alsace-Lorraine, with “not less than 700,000,000 tons 
of material available through new processes for the 
modern uses of iron and steel. 

This incidental statement in a trade review 
brings up the romance of blood and iron in half a 
century of tragic history. It had a climax when 
the unfortunate Maximilian was shot in Mexico, in 
enforcing the Monroe Doctrine against “imperial- 
ism.” Back of that is the combination of the feudal 
forces of Europe which checked republicanism in its 
great advance made between 1840 and 1850. The 
weak and vain Louis Napoleon was made the rep- 
resentative of imperialism on the ruins of the French 
Republic. When the Crimean War was forced, such 
leaders of progress as John Bright in England were 
driven out of politics. Feudalism controlled Europe 
completely. When as a result of the issues forced 
by the organization of territory taken after the in- 
vasion of Mexico, civil war was precipitated in this 
country, feudalism represented by Louis Napoleon, 
founded the Mexican Empire and waited to go on 
with the work of wrecking republican institutions 
in America, North and South. The triumph of Jua- 
rez and the overthrow of Maximilian forced Louis 
Napoleon to the conclusion that he could save his 
empire in France only by involving French patriot- 
ism in foreign war. He made his insane attack on 
Germany and went into history as one of its most 
contemptible figures. Germany, divided, discordant 
and with ites last supply of iron almost exhausted 
before the war with France, got the new resources 
which, under the “basic process,” interpreted Bis- 
marck’s policy of “blood and iron.” With this em- 
pire founded in Germany as an advance on ancient 
feudal] despotism, the new and greater republic rose 
in France as a final result of the great feudal con- 
spiracy Louis Napoleon represented. 

Through all the “welter” of bloodshed involved in 
this, civilization had worked out through the logic 
of history and of progress towards the answer to all 
questions of whether what it involves can fail. In 
the tragedy of “blood and iron,” as well as in the 
quiet workings of actual civilization which brings 
new processes out of old failures, converting old 
needs and suffering into new triumphs, the answer 
given is that in spite of all that can be doubted or 
done to prevent its development, civilization has for 
its real resources its own vital ideas and increases its 
resources out of itself. The meaning of civilization 
was more civilization throughout the bloodiest pages 
of the history of the Nineteenth century, and it can 
never be otherwise.

One of the immediate effects of the enforcement 
of the law is that housekeepers have been told that 
they cannot purchase certain well-known and pop- 
ular food products, because the local dealer fears 
to keep it in stock any longer, lest he be liable under 
the new law.

In his message to the State Legislature Gov. Folk 
embodied several] significant utterances on the sub- 
ject of public service corporations, especially refer- 
ring to municipal public utilities. With respect to 
the right of the State to regulate charges, the Gov- 
ernor remarks that the legality of such regulation 
is clear, and adds: 

e > : 

A corporation controlling public utilities is not 
permitted ” common law to charge unreasonable 
rates. To determine the unreasonableness of rates 
a department or a commission should have power to 
imguire into and determine the actual amount 
vested in such corporations and to fix the rates of 
such as concern the charges to the public, on a 
reasonable basis, ailowmg, of course, a fair return 
for, capital, labor, skill and genius. The result of 
this should be to eliminate fictitious values.” 

This isa direct assertion on the part of the Gov- 
ernor of the right of the State to inquire into the 





gost of constructing and operating public utilities, 


such as railroads, street railways, gas, electric light 


and other public service plants, and to fix charges 
on the basis of a fair return on the money actually 
invested. In short, it is a declaration of the justice 
of eliminating over-capitalization and of the right 
of the State to do so. 

It is impossible to deny upon any ground of equity 
and public policy the soundness of the Governor’s 
position. Public service corporations are not only 
chartered by the State to serve the public, but en- 
joy special grants which are necessarily monopolistic 
in character. 

They are given the right of eminent domain, the 
use of streets and highways, and it is of the very 
service in return for fair compensation. The in- 
justice of piling huge amounts of stocks and bonds 
upon values created solely by public grants for 
publie service is palpably unjust. Grants of the 
State for the benefit of the people are thus made 
instruments of oppression and plunder. In connec- 
tion with this declaration of the right of the State 
to fix public utility charges on a fair basis of le- 
gitimate returns on the actual investment, the Gov- 
ernor recommends that municipalities be authorized 
to own and operate their public utilities and be em- 
powered to regulate tolls, charges and rates for gas, 
electric lights, telephones and other public utilities, 
compelling the interchange of telephone service, and 
fixing and regulating the charges of such service. 

These recommendations are excellent in that they 
give municipalities power to protect themselves 
against oppressive public utility corporations and to 
force good service at fair rates. But with many 
municipalities, acquiring, or constructing and ope- 
rating public utilities is at the present time either 
impossible or impractical. At best the owning and 
operating of such public utilities requires a long 
period of preparation, and in the recommendation of 
a commission empowered to regulate the eharges 
of the corporations now owning and operating pub- 
lic utilities there appears to be-a happy solution 
of immediate difficulties. Under our present politi- 
cal system, municipal ownership and operation is 
at best a doubtful experiment, and it may be pos- 
sible to avoid it altogether if a commission could be 
created which would honestly and effectively use the 
power to regulate rates and charges. 

A commission of the kind suggested by the Gov- 
ernor may solve the present difficulties of St. Louis 
and other Missouri cities, whose utilities are in the 
hands of practically unrestrained corporations. That 
is at least the most promising plan yet offered to 
avoid the complications of extensive mugicipal own- 
ership and yet accomplish the ends démanded by 
justice and ardently desired by the people. If mu- 
nicipalities shall be empowered by law to fix rates 
and charges the object may be accomplished with- 
out resort to a State commission, but in the case of 
street railways at least there is good reason why a 
State commission would better serve the purpose. 
“Most street railway systems have suburban exten- 
sions which are essential parts of the municipal sys- 
tems and serve the people of the cities, but which 
are partly beyond the jurisdiction of the cities. 
Moreover, these corporations are chartered by the 
State to operate lines in and out of cities, and in 
the case of St. Louis it was through State legisla- 
tion that our street railways obtained the priv- 
ilege of consolidating and forming a complete mo- 
nopoly. 

The State owes St. Louis especially an obligation 
to see that its inhabitants do not suffer from op- 
pression or overcharging on account of State-au- 


thorized monopoly.

New spectacles are making for the astronomers.

PAPER TO PRESERVE STEEL BUILDINGS.

In the course of experi- 
ments on protecting tron and steel structures against 
moisture and atmospheric erosion, when coats of 
various kinds of paint were found to be ineffective, 
trials were made to determine the protective power

of wire brushes, and a coat of sticky paint applied. 
The paper then was pressed tightly onto the sur- 
face of the fresh paint with the edges made to over- 
lap somewhat, and coats of paint at once applied to 
the surface of the paper. It was found that iron and 





steel thus protected remained in the same condition 
as at first, after constant exposure for 27 months to 
the action of smoke, while the sticky layer of paint

| terial used for producing the steel. Such advantages 
have never been reached by any other system, and it 
has only recently been given to the public. This is 
,accounted for by the fact that the inventor, Dr. En- 
|gineer Paul Heroult, a Frenchman, has kept the suc- 
|cess a secret until he was able to demonstrate to the 
|public a complete, successful working plant. 

The electric process is based on scientific metal- 
‘lurgical principles, which are, of course, the secret 
| of the invention, while the old crucible method was 
|a resmelting system, and dependent upon the use of 
only the most expensive ores. This new process 
should be of great interest to the American steel in- 
dustry. 





TRAINED NURSES IN SCHOOL. 


The child who faints tn school usuatly causes & 
semi-panic among the other children, and the teacher 
is not supposed to be an expert in nervous troubles. 
Thus does H. D. Jones write in the Technical World 
Magazine for January, under the caption, “Trained 
Nurses in Schools.” Continuing, he says: “The staff 
of the well-regulated school of the future will include 
a trained nurse. Already has one been appointed to 
a Philadelphia school, in recognition of the urgent 
advice of a recent congress of medical men. It is 
manifestly absurd, if not worse, contended the doc- 
tors, to try to force an ailing child to understand 
the lesson before the class; and too often a boy or 
girl is threatened with punishment by an Over- 
wrought teacher, when the fact is that the youngster 
is sick, not stupid, but is too shy or too dull to ex- 
plain matters, 

Also it is becoming alarmingly apparent to the 
directors of public schbdols, that in the poorer dis- 
tricts children are frequently sent to school by ig- 
norant parents, actually suffering from a contagious 
disease. In such cases it is not the fault of the teach- 
er if the emergency is not recognized at once. A 
trained nurse is the proper person to be on the spot 
and to be made responsible. In the Philadelphia 
school whete such an expert attendant has been in- 
stalled, the usefulness of the nurse has become s0 
apparent that others are to be added to the various 
schools until all are supplied. 

















LINCOLN AND DOUGLAS IN DEBATE. 

From Carl Schurz’ Reminiscences in McClure’s, 

While he was listening to Lincoln’s speech, a con- 
temptuous smile now and then flitted across his lips, 
and when hé rose, the tough parliamentary gladiator, 
he tossed his mane with an air of overbearing super- 
lority, of threatening defilarfce, as if to say: “How 
dare anyone stand up against me?’’ 
| As I looked at him, I detested him deeply; but my 
detestation was not free from an anxious dread ag to 
what was to come. His voice, naturally a strong 
baritone, gave forth a hoarse and rough, and at times 
something like a barking sound. His tone was from 
the very start angry, dictatorial, and Insolent in the 
extreme. Ivy one of his first sentences he charged 
Lineoln with “base insinuations,’ and then he went 
oh in that style with a wrathful frown upon his brow, 
defiantly shaking his head, clenching his fists, and 
stamping his feet. No language seemed to be too of- 
fensive for him, and even inoffensive things he would 
sometimes bring vut in a manner which sounded as if 
Intended to be insulting, and thus he occasionally 
called forth, instead of applause from his friends, 
demonstrations of remonstrance from the opposition. 
But his sentences were well put together, his points 
Strongly accentuated, his argumentation seemingly 
clear and plausible, his sophisms skilfully woven so 
as to throw the desired flood of darkness upon the 
Subject, and thus beguile the untutored mind; his ap- 
peals to prejudice were unprincipled and reckless, but 
Shrewdly aimed, and his invective wag vigorous and 
exceedingly tryjng to the temper of the assailed party, 

But then came Lincoln's closing speech of half an 
hour, which seemed completely to change the temper 
of the atmosphere. He replied to Douglas’ arguments 
and attacks with rapid thrusts so deft and plercing 
with humorous retort so quaint and pat, and with 
witty fllusrations so glinching, and he did it all so 
good-naturedly, that the meeting again and again 
broke out in bursts of delight by which many of 
his opponents, even, were carried away, while the 
Scowl on Douglas’ face grew darker and darker,

destrians whether it was safe or danger- 
ous to pass. 


Watchmen's Heavy Responsibility. 


To the competent and faithfulne:s of 
these low-salaried, overworked watch- 
men were entrusted the lives of the 
constantly passing throngs. Generally 
these watchmen have been faithful to 
their trust, and often they have sacri- 
fired their lives to their duty. Two or 
three of them used to be killed at their 
posts every vear before the citv began 
to dispense with the grade-crossings. 

Scarcely an issue of a Chicago news- 
paper in days gone by,,. failed-to record 
gome accident at one of the city’s 3000 
grade-crossings. Sometimes the watch- 
man, worn from his long hours and the 
complexity of his task, would neglect to 
lower the gates in time. Often he would 
fail to give the correct signa! to:an 
approaching train or to the stream of 
traffic watching, his warnings from 
either side. Frequently, in the rush 
hours, the pressing throngs, in their 
haste to cross the tracks, would either 
disregard or mistake his signals. 
Sometimes the machinery by which 
the gates were lowered and raised 
would get out of order. Maybe some 
of the other signals would fail to work 
properly. From causes like these, ap- 
palling accidents have happened. Prob- 
ably there is not one of these 3000 
grade-crogeings that has not been 
stained with the blood of human beings 
caught in the traps and ground to death 
by the on-rushing trains. Since the con- 
struction of the 800 miles of elevated 
roadbeds, there has been a remarkable 
diminution of this kind of fatality; and 
when’ the other 800 miles is finished, 
railroad accidents to others than rail- 
road employes will be almost unknown 
in Chicago.

Other Corporations Hit, Too. 


In the great task which will place 
Chicago ahead of any other city in the 
world in the amount of elevated steam 
railway trackage, it has been necessary 
to change hundreds of conduits under 
the streets. ' Gas mains had to be 
moved, as did also the wires of tele- 
graph and” telephone companies. Street 
cur companies, had to change the grade 
of their tracks in the subways and nu- 
merous pipes or other obstructions of 
various public service corporations had 
to be changed or removed together. 

Chicago had to look ahead and care- 
fully pave the way for the great work 
it had contemplated. It was early real- 
ized that if the railroads themselves 
were to attempt the. task without any 
guarantee of protection’ from the city, 
they would soon be swamped with dam- 
age suits. The railroads. of course. 
could not call to their assistance any 
such great protection as the police pow- 
er, and juries are not prone to be leni- 
ent with railroads. 

Therefore the city passed an ordinance 
assuming all responsibility for any and 
all damage that might be incurred by 
the railroads in proper obedience to the 
city’s commands to elevate their tracks. 
It guaranteed to the railroads the free 
and uninterrupted right to -continue 
their work regardless of any opposition 
that might be manifested by public or 
private parties. It agreed to defend al] 
court actions that might be brought to 
secure damages from the raflroads re- 
sulting from the elevating of their 
tracks. 

Benefits Instead of Damages. 


In the great majority of the claims 
and damage suits, it was shown that 
the value of the property had not suf- 
fered from the track elevations, but on 
the contrary in most instances {ft had 
been greatly enhanced. Prices of manu- 
facturing property often doubled in 
Vaiue immediately after the construc- 
tion cf the elevated roadbeds, and the 
Same was frequently true of residence 
property. To factories the elevated 
tracks give a most unique advantage. 
I;y the construction of elevated switches 
on a level with the main tracks freight 
cars can be run directly into the factory, 
aud there loaded and unloaded, while 
teams below haul the materials to and 
from the freight cars, neither interfer- 
ing with the other. There is no cross- 
ing to impede traffic of either teams or 
trains, Each factory gracticaly has its 
own freight yard on its own elevated 
ground, with no interference from the 
traffic below. 

Likewise the raflroads which at first 
Opposed track elevation are now con- 
vVinced of its advantages, and they are 
beginning to regard {it as well worth the 
millions of dollars the work js costing. 

Some roads are far-sighted enough to 
gO greatly beyond the city's require- 
ments, and are building most efficient 
roadbeds tw add to their terminal and 
switching facilities. In several instances

Damage 
suits arising from such injuries used to 
cost the railroads enormous sums eyv- 
ery year. Now, under |the new city 
law, any person other than a railway 
employe who ventures on one of the 
elevated roadbeds, or on the bridges 
over the subways, does so at his own 
peril. He ts regarded as intruding on 
private property, and the railroads are 
not liable for any accident that may be- 
fall him. In fact, he is acting in vio- 
lation of the city laws, and may be ar- 
rested for trespassing.

rise to much uneasiness, is one of 
the most remarkable of European mon- 
archs. Besides being a voluminous 
writer, he a first-rate musician, an 
expert linguist, a good speaker and an 
allround sportsman. In his younger 
days Wis Majesty was possessed of a 
fine tenor voice, and, had necessity de- 
manded, he could easily have made a 
substantial income as a vocalist.

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PROVINCE FROM 
SLEEP OF DEATH 


German Physician Finds Arse- 
nic Rids Natives of Germs 
Spread by Gnats. 


BERLIN, Jan. 12.—Dr. Koch, who has 
found a cure for sleeping sickness, the 
curse of German East Africa, states in 
his official report to the Minister of the 
Interior that the atoxyl which he in- 
jects into the victims is a preparation 
of arsenic. 

British investigations had proved that 
the various malarial insects caused the 
disease by their bites. These insects, 
which are found principally on the 
banks of lakes among stones, dried 


branches, and plants, feed on_the blood 
of crocodiles, water fowls, and fishes 
frequenting the surface of the water. 

After various experiments Prof. Koch 
decided to employ atoxyl injections of 
half a gramme in solution, which proved 
most efficacious and caused no harm. 
Eight hours after the subcutaneous in- 
jections had been made the germs of 
the disease could not be found, while 
the general condition of the patient had 
improved. In three weeks patients who 
were seriously ill when the treatment 
began, and who, without atoxyl, would 
certainly have died, had improved to 
such an extent as to leave no doubt in 
the doctor’s mind of the efficacy of the 
remedy. 

The sickness has ravaged entire dis- 
tricts, depopulating large areas, and as 
recently as March last the Professor 
confessed that he despaired of ever find- 
ing a cure. Dr. Koch was then of opin- 
ion that the only remedy was to de- 
stroy the gnats. 

In spite of advanced age and ill 
health, Dr. Koch decided to penetrate 
once more the dangerous regions where 
the sickness abounds, and his efforts 
are declared to have been brilliantly 
successful. 

Nine hundred patients are now being 
treated, and in two or three months Dr. 
Koch. thinks that the cure will be end- 
ed, but he adds that the patients must 
be observed for a similar period lest 
relapses occur.

PARIS. Jan. 12.—General Piquart’s re- 


forms are bringing protests from army 
) Officers of high rank all over France, as 
they find themselves deprived of many 
privileges. The newest ordinance from 
the Minister of War makes it clear that 
soldiers are to serve their country and 
do nothing for their superiors which 
has not a direct bearing on army mat- 
ters. It has been customary In France 
for ranking officers to use soldiers as 
fFervants. Wives of officers and their 
relatives would send soldiers on personal 
errands, and woe to the man who re- 
fused to run an errand. 

Gen. Piquart's orders are explicit In 
the matter. It says: 

“Soldiers are recruited for the service 
of their country. They are not supposed 
to be used as errand boys for officers, 
officers’ wives, nor for relatives of offi- 
cers. The only thing a soldier owes to 
his superiors is obedience in all matters 
pertaining to the. army. They are not 
expected to run personal errands for 
anyone.”’

Wichita Applicants Averaged 
50 Per Cent Available and 
High in Numbers, 


WICHITA, Kan., Jan, 12.—The annuai 
report of the military secretary of the 
United States army for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1906, has recently been 
issued and a copy of the report was re- 
ceived here by Lieut. W. P. Coleman, 
in charge of the local recruiting station. 
The report shows that Wichita: stands 
twenty-seventh in the number of re- 
cruits enlisted in the st of 63 stations 
maintained in the United States. When 
it is considered that Wichita is next to 
the smallest city in point of population 
among this list the record of the local 
recruiting station must be recognized as 
an excellent one, 

Fargo, N. D., is the smallest city in 
which a station is maintained. Wichita 
comes next, but in the number of re- 
crults for the United States army this 
city surpasses 36 others that have larger 
populations. Such cities as Baltimore, 
Md.; Buffalo, N. Y.; Columbus, @.; 
Moines, lo.; Grand Rapids, Mich.:; 
Angeles, Cal.; Milwaukee, Wis.: Pitts- 
burg, Pa., and Portland, Ore., are under 
the Wichita station when {ft comes to 
getting ‘soldiers with which to recruit 
Uncle Sam’s defensive organization. 

The total number of recruits procured 
here during the fiscal year was 231.

Absolutely alone and opposed at every 
turn by politicians, who for years have 
used the jury panels as a means of se- 
curing political influences, this woman 
office-holder begun an investigation in 
which she is now backed by the Polk 
Cqgunty Bar Association,o~composed of 
$15 attorneys, and by the Civic League, 
an organization formed for just such 
purposes as this. 

The investigation has exposed irregu- 
alrities so startling that Judge Hugh 
Brennan, who presides over the Criim- 
inal Court ousted 7 inen from the 
ury panel for the year 1907. This was 

ut a step however, for the Civic League 
has filed a motion asking that the en- 
tire panel be declared null and void. 
‘The tact that there was no legal way 
provided to draw another list of jurors 
when. convinced that the drawing had 
been so illegal as to positively involve 
eases tried, the entire panel was strick- 
en off. An appeal will be made to. the 
Legislature for an emergency act to 
provide jurors for the rest of the year. 

Mrs. Dodson is named by Statute as 
one of the three county officials to draw 
the jurors. County Clerk Bb. F. Coffin 
and Auditor. Lewis Burnett are other 
members onthe commission by virtue 
of their offices. 

Mrs. Dodson (filed the 
charges with the district judges: 
“That the mames returned for the 
jury list by judges and clerks of elec- 
tion were not: sealed but were accessible 
to anyone who might wish thereby to 
do a little ‘arranging. 
‘*"That the names of jurors were so 
placed in the boxes that they could be 
read from the outside and the person 
drawing knew which card to take. 

"That judges and clerks of election 
actually recommended themselves for 
jury service in contradistinction to the 
laws of .lowa,.by returning their own 
names to the Board of Supervisors for 
a grand and petit jury service. . 

at the corporations placed men on 
election boards. favorable to their inter- 
ests, so these men could recommend 
themselves and thus sit as trial jurors 
Or on the grand jury.’’ 

As a result of this protest, these men 
must answer Clerk Coffin and Auditor

CHICAGO, Jan. 12. 

OMEWHERE in the Arctic Ocean, 

S 100 miles northwest of Nome, 

Alaska, there lies hidden the Se> 

cret of the fate of Capt. Miner W. 

Bruce, who was. well known in Chi- 

cago. ‘Fourteen months ago Capt. 

Bruce, accompanied by his wife and 6- 

year-old daughter, left Nome for a mys- 

terlous point in Northern’ Alaska 

washed by the Arctic Ocean, where he 
expected to prospect for gold. 

The exact place is ‘unknown, but at 
the time Capt. Bruce explained that 
he and his family would be wel! sup- 
plieg@ with food for six months, after 
which he expected to return to Nome. 
Since that time, however, nothing has 
been heard from them, and, although 
every effort has been made by his 
brother, J. H. Bruce of this city, to find 
some trace of him, his efforts have so 
far proved fruitless. 

Capt. Bruce, while well known In Chi- 
cago, had passed a large part of his 
life in Alaska and was known as a 
pioneer In the Nome district. 

His first call to the Alaskan territory 
came years before the discovery of gold 
and ever since that time Capt. Bruce's 
interests have been centerd in the 
@rowth of the territory. It was as su- 
perintendent of the Government's sta- 
tion at Reindeer that Capt. Bruce first 
went to Nome. It was in this connec- 
tion that he brought the first large herd 
of reindeer into America. 

While attending to the Government's 
reindeer interests he also became inter-

The construction of the proposed electric 
trunk line between Chicago and New York, 
which will be the longest electric road in the 
world and on which New York can be reached 
from Chicago in ten hours, is now praeticully 
ar. assured fact, ground having been broken 
for the first roadbed at La Porte, Ind. 
side of ninety days the frst cars will leave

The roadbed Is 
being completed already and with the arriv-’ 
al of sufficient rails it is expected to have 
the section from La Porte to Chicago com- 
pleted in a few months. 
The promoters of the electric railroad are 
confident of their ability to overcome all ob- 
3tacles which will bein their way. The suc- 
cess of the road, it is expected, will mark the. 
passing of the sfeam railroads. According to 
present plans the new road will provide @ 
safer right of way, additional comforts 63, 
well as a remarkable decrease in the present’ 
time used in traveling between points. ,

HE DEFENDS LYNCHING 


“So Long as Negroes Assault 
Our Women We'll Continue 
_ to Mob Them.” 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Senator Til- 
man’s stirring denunciation of President 


_ Roosevelt and defense of the lynching of 
negro criminals started a verbal survival 
of the fittest in the Senate chamber this 
afternoon. It was as pretty a row 4s 
the packed galleries could have desired, 
and that they appreciated it was evi- 
dent from the noise they made. 
President Roosevelt’s* action in the 
Brownsville. matter was the subject 
of the discussion. Mr. Tillman held 
that nothing was involved in it ex- 
cept the race question, and that the 
Administration was responsible for 
the growing acute condition of the 
race question in the South. 
President, he maintained, had 
couraged the negro to assert 
equality and then had wrought 
Vengeance on a whole battalion for 


following that encouragement. He 


condemned the President's action in 
both respects. 

Senator Patterson of Colorado, a 
Democrat, defended the President's 
right to dismiss the troops, , but 
believed there might be some ground 
to question its policy. He condemned 
in strong terms what he regarded as 
the radical position of Mr. ‘Tillman, 
and predicted that the extinction of 
the Demecratic party in the North 
would follow a continu@hce of such 
tactics. 

The debate occupied four hours and 
was listened to with great interest by 
throngs which filled the galleries by 
mary members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, who lined the Senate Chaimn- 
ber; and by many senators. 

On several occasions the galleries had 
to be warned against applause by the 
Viee-President, who finally threatened 
to clear them. 

No action was taken on the resolution 
for an investigation of the Brownsville 
affray, but Mr. Foraker gave notice chat 
on. Monday he will endeavor to have it 
disposed of. 

r. Patterson gave as his reason for 
Speaking that he did not by his sileuce 
wish to be held to indorse the senti- 
ments on the race question just ex- 
pressed.

Predicts Race War. 

Mr. Tillman predicted a race conflict 
and said that the United States is now 
face to face with the vital issue as to 
whether the Caucasian race shall share 
its inheritance with other races of the 
earth. He declared that the leaders of 
social equality were encouraged by 
President Roosevelt in his message on 
the Brownsville affair, in which the 
President savs that it is of the utmost 
importance to all of our people that we 
shall deal with each man on his merits 
as man, and not deal with him merely 
as a member of a given race: that we 
shall judge every man by his conduct 
and not by his color. He said that it 
was his opinion that the President had 
said more than he meant or intended to 
say. 

‘Is President Roosevelt ready to act 
up to his own theory and have his chil- 
dren marry men and women of the 
other races? Would he arcept as : 
daughter-in-law a Chinese, a Malay, an 
Indian or a negro in accord with the 
doctrine laid down in his message which 
I have quoted? We all know he would 
not; and while ‘fine words butter no 
parsnips,’ the words like these are a 
source of incalculable evil, coming from 
such a high source. 


, “The Southern white men and women 


who have for 49 years resisted in every 
possible way this doctrine of the equal- 
ity of the races, are just as resolved 
now as they have always been not to 
submit to it or its results. They are 
resolved to’ ‘maintain control of their 
State goveMYments and to prevent in 
every way possible social and political 
equality with the inevitable destruction 
of their civilization which would fol- 
low if they yielded.

Says He Remarked, “This Car 
Will Kill Somebody Before 
We Reach Town.” 


Harry Berry of 3922 West Belle place, 
a passenger on the suburban car which 
and fatally injured Mrs. Sarah 
Harris, at Wash street and Leffingwe!l 
avenue early Friday evening, asserts 
that the car had no headlight burning 
and that it almost ran him down at 
Vandeventer avenue. He asserts that 
the car, running dark, was closely fol- 
lowed by another car carrying a bright 
headlight and that he himself did not 
see the unlighted car while intently 
watching the lighted car behind. 

“I have been haunted since the accl- 
dent by the sight of the gray-haired 
woman lying prone on her face under 
the car, her thin hands stretched out In 
front of her clutching convulsively at 
the mud in which she lay,’’ said Berry 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 
“I saw her all iIast night in my dreams 
and I can’t go into the dark without her 
Vision rising before me.” 

Berry is a bartender at the St. James 
Hotel. He comes to work at 6 p. m., 
catching the car at Vandeventer avenue 
at 6:25 p. m. 

“I saw a car with a bright headlight 
coming down the hill toward Vandeven- 
ter avenue about 5:25 Friday afternoon 
and I stepped out into the street to 
catch it,” said Berry yesterday. “As I 
did so another car without a headlight 
almost ran over me. As boarded the 
back platform I said to the passengers, 
This car will kill somebody before it 
gets downtown. It almost got me.’

“I sat down in the second seat from 
the front. After we crossed the track 
of the Easton avenue line on the diag- 
onal at Leffingwell and Wash I heard 
the motorman clang his bel] furiously 
five or six times and felt him throw on 
his brake. I felt tne car hit something 
and Was thrown forward myself over 
the seat in front by the sudden stop- 
ping of the car. The motorman threw 
open the front door and said: ‘My God 
I've done something awful.’ 

“We all stepped off the car and a 
newsboy outside said: ‘There it is under 
there.’ Then I saw the old woman lying 
in the space between the eastbound and 
the westbound tracks. I tried to help 
the other men lift her to carry her away. 
but had to turn away. The woman was 
carried into the drug store at the north- 
east corner of Leffingwell avenue and 
Wash street and later into the office of 
. docior just west of Leffingwell ave- 


ue. 

“When I got back on the car I told 
one of the passengers on the back 
platform that there was no headlight 
burning on the car. We went up to the 
front and the headlight was burning, 
but the glass in front of it was smashed. 
I am positive it was not burning when 
I got on the car. The conductor took 
the names of ail the passengers, but he 
did not take mine, although I gave it 
to him.”’ 

The impact of the car broke five ribs 
and the collar bone of Mrs. Harris. She 
died at 4:40 o’elock yesterday morning 
at the City Hosiptal, the result of her 
injuries. Mrs. Harris was 64 years old 
and lived at 1926 Division street. She 
did not recover consciousness sufficiént- 
ly after the accident to tell how it hap- 

ened. The motorman of the car was 

. J. Dugan and the conductor John Col- 
lin, both of 936 Hodiamont -avenue. 
Neither was arrested. 

“No police were around at the time of 
the accident,’’ said Berry. ‘I took the 
number of the car. It was 118.’’

Funds Can Be Raised by In- 
creased Taxation or by 
Issue of Bonds, 





BOND PLAN IS IN FAVOR 





Needed Money Can Thus Be 
Raised Without Increasing 
Debt Limit. 


The Civic League's plan for the im- 
provement of St. Louis as described 
in the final report of the Legislative 
Committee yesterday, shows that the 
cost of the improvements contem- 
plated will not be less than $25,000,- 
000 and the time required to make 
them about 20 years. A large propor- 
tion of that sum, according to figures 
complied by the Legislative Commit- 
tee, will become available in 123 vears, 
without involving any overstepping 
of the constitutional limit of indebt- 
deness. . 

The committee has been working 
for a month on the legislation which 
Some Of the improvements included in 
the plan imply, and has already intro- 
duced into the General Assembly a 
hill touching the condemnation of 
property required in realizing some of 
them. This bill will authorize the 
immediate occupancy and use of all 

roperty requisite under the plan and 
s intended to obviate the loss of time 
and money in waiting fer a final de- 
Cision of a court. 


Special Laws Needed. 


The improveme#ts which will ne- 
cessitate special] legislation are these: 
1. The grouping of public buildings 
Cither along a central mall extending 
from the proposed public library at 


Thirteenth and Olive streets to the City 
Hall at Thirteenth street and Clark 
avenue, or along Twelfth street between 
Eleventh and Thirteenth | streets. In 
either case it will require the condemna- 
tion or purchase of much property for 
this improvement. 

2. The establishment of civic centers, 
especially in the crowded portions of 
the city, by grouping minor public and 
quasi-public institutions about a central 
park, playground or open space; such 
institutions to include public baths, 
branch libraries, public or parochial 
schools, churches, police stations, fire 
engine houses, model tenements, social 
settlements and the headquarters for 
athletic, social, charitable, and political 
organizations. 

3% The improvement of the street 
plan of the city by the construction of 
an extensive esplanade along the river 
front between the Eads Bridge and Pop- 
lar street; the opening of a broad 
thoroughfares from Twelfth street to the 
Unign Station; the widening of Twelfth 
Street from Market street south to Mill 
Creek Valley, and the establishment of 
restricted driveways from the northern, 
a and southern portions of the 
city. 

4. Construction of an inner and outer 
system of parks and boulevards con- 
taining some five thousand acres of 
parkland and more than forty miles of 
parkways, including the building of a 
riverside drive. 

The creation of a Municipal Art 
Commission which shall have general 
supervision over the designs of all pub- 
lic buildings and over all works of art 
to be erected in the city. 


The problem of Cost. 


The first serious problem in bringing 
to fruition so comprehensive a plan as 
that. outlined, the committee says, is 
that of cost. And the solution of this 
question involves also that of the city’s 
powers. 

Assuming that the lowest estimate— 
$25.000,000—is fcorrect, the committee 
offers two methods by which It may be 
met. One is by an increase in the rate 
of taxation, so’ as to augment the 
amount of general revenues, a portion 

which might be set aside annually 

these permanent improvements, and 
the other is by an increase in the city’s 
bonded indebtedness. 

The present rate of taxation for mu- 
nicipal purposes is $1.35 on each $100 of 

luation. ‘The assessed valuation is 
supposed to be 662-3 per cent of the 
actual value, but this is maintained, 
however, In only’a few sections of the 
city. In outlying quarters and in resi- 
dential districts the assessment aver- 
ages about 6 per, cent, and in the com- 
mercial center, according to reliable au- 
thority, does not exceed in many cases 
40 per cent of the real value. 

The committee figures that if the tax- 
ab'e property of the entire city were as- 
severed for the full 662-3 per cent of its 
Value the municipal revenue would be 
increased by at least $5,000,000 a vear. 
A proportion of this amount could then, 
it is suewested, be used in effecting the 
improvements advocated in the plan, 
were tt not for the corresponding in- 
crease In the cost of woverning the city 
and in insuring the health and comfort 
of the people.

tional amendment authorizing an in- 
erease of indebtedness. 
Aside from that consideration the 
fommittee has estimated that addi- 
onal bonds will be possible even un- 
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able property grows larger and as 
the citv’s outstanding obligations are 
reduced through the sinking fund, it 
will be possible to raise by the sale 
of new bonds a total of $19,590,098 
by 1920. 

Increase in Valuation. 

The Comptroller's figures are based 
on an annual increase of $6,000,000 
in the assessed valuation of property. 
This is regarded as conservative in 
the face of the fact that the average 
vearly increase the last decade has 
been $15,000,000. 

After careful review of the fiscal 
Problems involeved in the plan the 
committee reaches the conclusion that 
there should be no attempt to raise 
the limit of indebtedness, and do 
all the work at once, but that the im- 
provements should come gradually 
and from the sale of bonds which the 
city may lawfully issue in the course 
Of the next 15 or 20 years.

Corporation for Parks. 
To provide for the purchase of 5000 


acres of parkland in St. Louis County 
the committee finds it would be nec- 
essary to create a corporation whose 
members would be representatives of 
the city and county. The city’s right 
to acquire property beyond its limits 
for such public uses as the parkland 
would serve, is attested by decisions 
of courts, but the committee would 
avoid the difficulty of control by put- 
ting it in the hands of a corporation, 

That the outlying parks and park- 
ways may be obtained the committee 
favors lewdaslation following the gen- 
eral lines of the Metropolitan Park 
Act of Massachusetts and the Forest 
Reserve Act of Illinois. 

The Park Committee also recommends 
extensive parkways within the city for 
the purpose of tieing together and mak- 
ing accessible present large park areas, 
and adds: ‘In view of the fact that 
King’s highway is soon to be established 
as a boulevard, under the supervision of 
the Stree t Department, that the Sewer 
Department is working on the plans for 
the improvement of the River des Peres 
Valley, and that a number of small 
parks are to be purchased and put un- 
der the joint supervision of the Park 
Department and the Public Baths Com- 
mission, a charter amendment shoud, 
if possible, be made-by which the con- 
trol of all parks, parkways, public 
squares and playgrounds shall be placed 
where it logically belongs—under the 
Park Department of the City Govern- 
ment. 

‘In order to have the department rep- 
resent the needs of everv section and 
all interests of the city the committee 
suggests a law similar to the one ob- 
tained by Kansas City in 1895, and under 
which it has been enabled to construct 
and maintain its park system. 


Kansas City’s System. 


The general provisions of that law 
are: The city is divided into five park 
districts and a Board of Park Commis- 
sioners, consisting of five members, is 
appointed by the Mayor. 

® The commissioners are appointed for 
four years, serve without compensation 
and no more than three can be mem- 
bers of any one political party. Any 
one of them is held to have vacated his 
office in the event of having accepted 
a nomination or an appointment to any 
political office. 

8 The general powers of the board 
are, to appoint a salaried secretary and 
to employ the services of a supervis- 
ing landscape architect, and such en- 
gineers, superintendents, clerks and em- 
ployes as Is deemed necessary to con- 
struct and’ maintain the park system; to 
devise and adopt a system of public 
parks and pagkways, to select ang desig- 
nate lands to be used and appropriated 
for such purposes, to select routes and 
streets for boulevards and parkways 
and cause the same to be widened, and 
to lease, purchase, condemn or otherwise 
acquire in the narne of the city, and 
with approval of the Municipal Assem- 
bly, land for parks, parkways, boule- 
yards or public squares, and to improve, 
maintain, superintend and control the 
s wen iston is made for the assess- 
ment of benefits and damages in the 
entire park district in which the park 
or parkway is established.

The recommendations of the Outer and 
Inner Park Committee contain the sug- 
gestion that the Marine Hospital site 
be obtained by the city for park pur- 
poses and that Jefferson Barracks res- 
ervation be opened as a National Park.

In four 
years’ play the Americans have won yy 
games the Nationals 638. The best sea- 
son the National ever had was 105, 
when it won 25 of 51 games played. 

This gave the American 26 games, a 
bare majority of one on the season. 

In 1904 the Americans lead 13 games to 
11, and in 1903, 29 to &. In 1906 the 
Americans fairly swamped the Nation- 
als, 29 to 7, by all means the most con- 
clusive beating’ the older league has sus- 
tained. Coming upon: the previous year's 
triumph in the New York Giants over 
the Athletics for.the- championship of 
the world and the 26-25 result of all 
games played between the leagues, the 
overwhelming success of the American 
League in 1906 was a good deal of a 
surprise. 

Especially was this so because many 
men who flattefed themselves of pos- 
sesssing keen insight into baseball af- 
fairs held that the old players, the stars 
of 1902, which the American had pirated 
from the National, had retrograded be- 
yond all hope and that the young play- 
ers with whom they had been replaced 
had improved so that the lesser hac 
grown to be the greater.

Rautenberg Resolution Planned 
to Defeat All Chances of 
His Re-Election.

When the American Bowling Congress 
comveires in St. Louis in March. one of 
the upheavals of the session will be the 
resolution prepared by G. H. Rautefi- 
berg, ex-president of the St. Louls Bowl- 
ing Association. It will embrace the fact 
that any persen who is in any way con- 
nected with a bowling supply house will 
not be eligible to an office of the Amer- 
ican Bowling Congress. 

This sounds the death knell of Samuél 
Karpf's. aspirations for re-election to 
the secretaryship of the national organe- 
ization. It is said that anyway, his re- 
election will not be tolerated by Louis- 
Ville, Milwaukee, Chicago, St. Loula, 
Pittsburg or St. Paul. 

[t is stated that Secretary Karpf 
dropped into Cincinnati last Monday and 
made his presence known only among a 
few. He at once proceeded to commun- 
icate with those prominently ‘connected 
with the game in the Queen City, who 
are straining every effor* to elect Garry 
Hermann and secure the next national 
congress. It is believed that Karpf's 
secrecy Was maintained for a double 
purpose, viz., to offer an apology for 
statements he gave out last week in re- 
Surd to Cincinnati not being able to wet 
both the presideacy and the tournanmnt 
for next year and also to offer a line*of 
talk by which it would be understood 
a he will be a candidate for re-elec- 

on. ; 

Local bowlers are not the least per- 
turbed over Karnf’s demeanor. After 
he gave out the interview pertaining to 
the impossibility of Cincinnat! gettine 
double honors for next year, he changed 
his tactics, and, in an interview with 
the writer at the office of the St Louls 
Bowling Association, he made it under- 
stood that he was personally in favor 
of Cincinnati secur'ng all that was de- 
sired.

N its new home at the 
corner of the intersection 
and Broadway. the. Third

treasure Gibraltar—a huge, two-story 
money box, 30 feet long and 20 feet high,

The method of welding the huge plates 
makes the vault exactly the same as if 
the chamber had been chiseled out or 
a huge block of steel.

The 18-story steel-construction butld- 
ing has been designed on the lower 
floors and basement. for a banking 
house, special plans being made for. the 
huge vault.

Folk, the labor 
unions of St. Louis and Missouri are exerting the:- 
selves in every way possible to have a new child 
labor law placed on the statute books. 

One of the chief surface evidences of this move- 
ment in union labor circles was the appearance re- 
cently in St. Louls of a petition to the Legislature. 
It was extensively circulated,.jointly by the lubor 
uniens, the National Consumers’ League, a woman’s 
erganization, and the Children’s Protective Alliance, 
ané was largely signed 

Fellowing the recent action of union labor in its de- 
termination to enter politics, it is by no means im- 
prebable that, if this effort is blocked, those legis- 
lators who vote against a child labor law will be 
remembered at the polls next election day. 

Missouri at present has a child labor law, but the 
laber unions hope to see its terms made more strin- 
gent, and to secure stricter enforcement. Under the 
present statute children under 14 may not be em- 
ployed in factories in Missouri, except by the con- 
gent of the factory inspector. This official is author- 
ized te permit the employment of children under the 
age Mmit where poverty compels them to assist in 
the support of their families. 

Jt ie the hope of the labor unions to have the age 
limit raised to 16 years, to make if harder for a child

Particularly, at this session of the Legislature, 
efforts will be made to have the Fac.ory Inspector's 
force increased and his pay and that of his sub- 
ordinates made more liberal. At present the Factory 
Inspector gets his pay on a fee system, which comes 
from the factories inspected.

Under the extreme poverty clause, cases against 
employers or parents have been dismissed by some 
cousts, where the parents admitted that they made 
very fair wages, had very good homes and older 
children to help make a living, or when widowed 
mothers came into court with their children, dressed 
in very fine clothes, and admitted that they had 
very fair amounts of money saved from their earn- 
ings, and friends to help them out. 

To make the child work for its support means to 
punish it for its poverty by depriving it of its 
education. To ellow it to work in a factory or 
other industrial institution means to turn it adrift 
to the dangers that threaten the tife, the limbs 
and the morals of the child. It means to deprive 
it of pure air and the sunlight, and to dwarf its 
body as well as its mind. 

Our people owe it to themselves to raise up their 
children with strong and healthy minds in strong 
and health, bodies for the preservation and per:

The 
slaughter and maiming of savages in the Congo, 
though horrifying to the people of civilized countries, 
are not nearly so repulsive and awe-inspiring to the 
average human being as ig the selling of infants ip 
the same manner that livestock, or dogs or cats, are 
given in exchange for lucre, 

In Chicago the sale of babies has long been a1 
important business enterprise, until] the efforts of & 
small band of humane women, who are just now 
giving their attention to the atrocious evil, succeed 
in having laws enacted to put an effective stop to it, 
and compelling the State to perform its duty as the 
‘ YWewful guardian of neglected and abandoned children 
and providing not only for the protection of the in- 
nocents, but guaranteeing their future welfare. 

Think of a@ poor little blue-eyed, or black-eyed, babe, 
healthy, sound in wind and limb, promising to grow 
into a robust, useful man or woman, if brought up 
under proper, honest and elevating conditions, being 
sold at birth, or soon after, for 25 or 50 cents! And 
yet such an occurrence {is a common one in Chicago 
common enough to happen almost every day. 


Value Less Than Dogs or Cats. 


How appalling this seems when one stops to consid« 
er that a dog or cat of no particularly high or long 
_ pedigree, or’ even the commonest of these species of 
animals, will command a greuter price in exchange 
for cash than a mite of humanity, born today, or @ 
week ago, a@ month, six months, or a year ago! 
And yet that mite of humanity, sold at a price cheap- 
er than a piece of meat in a butcher shop, may in 
manhood er womanhood reach a station of @isin« 
guished honor and usefulness in some community. 
Still, the overpowering truth remains that while 
King Leopold's mercenaries in the Congo are buteh- 
ering savage tribesmen and women—atrocious deeds 
which rouse alike the pity and indignatien of all the 
civilized nations—in enlightened Chicago more appa!- 
_ling practices, traffic in helpless little innocents for 
whom the Savior made such a touching plea while 
spreading the gospel eof His evangelism, prevails free- 
ly—as freely as the sale of cattle at the Stockyards. 
But apparently humanity has been suddenly awak- 
ened to the criminal neglect of society in so long fail- 
ing in its duty to guard the well-being and future of 
the abandoned waifs for which Chicago seems to be 
the dumping ground of the great West. It was the 
Rev. Charles Virden, former pastor of Gov. Deneen 
of Tilinols, while the latter was a resident of Chi- 
cago, whe is also a member of the State Conference 
of Charities and chairman of the State Committee on 
Child Visitation, who recently aroused the Christian 
and humane men and women of Chicago to a full re- 
alization of the horrible traffic in babies carried on 
there by the hundreds of so-called “homes” for the 
care of dependent and neglected children, which flour- 
ish without control or interference by the constituted 
State or municipal authority. 


Rev. Virden Made the Discoveries. 


It was Rev. Mr. Virden who discovered and made 
known the fact that these self-styled sanitartums for 
children, which are nothing else than lying-in tnst!- 
tutions, dispose of the offspring. These institutions, 
it Is asserted by Rev. Mr. Virden and others who are 
assisting him in the efforts making to wipe them 
out, are conducted by quack doctors and unscrupu- 
lous midwives. 

Through the investigations conducted by Rev. Mr. 
Virden and Hastings H. Hart. secretary and super- 
intendent of the Illinois Children's Home and Ald 
Society, which has offices in Chicago, particular in- 
stances of the sale of babes by the fake homes have 
been given publicity. One is a notable case. 

A woman of means and desiring to establish herself 
In highly respectable surroundings, bethought herself 
to pose as an attractive young widow with a slight 
incumbrance. To carry her plan into effect she 
bought from one of the many babies’ homes for $2 4 
pretty blond girl of 2 years, and was given a canary 
bird into the bargain. 

The child had attracted the attention of a hu- 
manely inclined person, who gave information of the 
matter to Supt. Hart of the Children's Home and 
Aid Society. With the assistance of a probationary 
officer, acting under the jurisdiction of the Juvenile 
Court, the woman was compelled, much against her 
will, to give up the little one. The latter, whose 
identity the Ald Society refuses to divulge, but which

As in the case of ‘“‘Jose- 
phine,” the Children’s Home and Aid Society was” 
eiven a tip and rescued the babes, providing them 
with good homes, into which they have been duly 
and legally adopted. 

Few of the little ones are sold at as low figures 
as those jugt mentioned. It is only when the babes 
are not pretty or the institution in which they are 
born happens to be overcrowded that the infants 
are disposed of at any price or given away without 


price. Such an institution, bad as it ts and setting 
little value on the life of a babe, fortunately does 
net practice infanticide, and the little speck of life 
is saved to the world. 

Quotations for babies range from $16 to $25, accord- 
ing to the attractiveness and apparently “high breed” 
of the little one, or the emergency which causes the 
seeker after a child to buy one for adoption, or to 
serve in a case of deception of a trusting husband 
by his wife, or the need of an heir or heiress for an 
inheritance depending upon the birth of a child. 

Whatever the motive, the price ts scaled along the 
lines of urgency. 

It was the increased activity recently of the pri- 
vate hospitals, lying-in institutions, sanitarfums and 
children's “homes” in Chicago tn the traffic In babies 
that roused Rev. Charles Virden and the officers 
of the Illinois Children’s Home and Ald Society, a!so 
the Cook County Child-Saving Conference, to the 
necessity of putting a stop to the inhuman evil Dy 
drawing up a measure for presentation to the Legis- 
lature of Illinois at the coming session. This will 
inflict severe penalties for the transferring of chil- 
dren without the order of a court of record.

The above, which ts a characteristte letter, of which 
thousands are sent to doctors tn I!l!nots and other 
states, was forwarded to Supt. Hart of the Cnhil- 
dren's Home and Ald Society. That official and Rev. 
Mr. Virden, Who was publicly exposing the Infamous 
baby traffic, took steps to enlist the co-operation 
of leaders In humane movements. whose Influence !5 
certain to bring about action by the ITlinols Legts- 
lature. 

The horrors of the evi! appealed to others also and 
resulted in a great meeting a few weeks ago, which 
resulted in the organization of the Illinois Children’s 
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Rights Association. This society, while working for

Riots and Lynchings—Plan Well 
Received in South—Service Would 


Appeal to Rough Riders and Adveni- 


urous Young Men. 


SYSTEM of Mounted Police modeled 
after the famous force that rides the 
Northwest Territories of Canada and 

the boundary line between it and the United 
States may be organised for the South. The 
two-fold service of protection for the South- 
ern people from criminal negroes and the 
sustaining of the law by the prevention of 
lynchings is contemplated. Recent race wars 
at Meridian, Wahalak and different sections 
of Mississipps, where the suggestion origi- 
mated, and at other points in the South hove 
given it impetus. 

And from a proposed State measure the 
idea has now grown until the indications are 
that a practical plan for Federal control or 
supervision of the proposed police 
would be welcomed by the whole South— 
much as it dislikes, under ordinary circum- 
stances, anything. savoring of “paternalism” 
in government. 

. Something to relieve the 
“black dread;” something to protect their 
homes, their wives and their daughters— 
something to wash away the stain of blood 
that follows lynchings—no matter how greit 
their provocation! That is the epitome of 
the cry of many Southern newspapers, which 
voice the sentiment of Southern people. Anil

OHN SHARP WILLIAMS, the Democratic minor- 
ity leader, originated the idea in a speech at 
Jackson, Miss., almost two months ago. Since 

then it hag been discussed by every newspaper of 
prominence in Mississippi, and consideration of it is 
now spreading to other States In the South. and par- 
ticularly through the Black Belt. 

From the germ of a plan suggested by Mr. W'ii- 
Hams for Mississippi alone discussion immediately 
proceeded to practical plans for a State organization. 
First a State Mounted Police Commission was pro- 
posed, to have charge of the operationa of the rural 
riders. Then arose rvussibilities of complications x'ong 
the borders of contiguous States ang ihe 8 eseestion 
of a similar plan of action for others of the Com 
monwealths in the Black Belt, with co-operation be- 
tween them. 

From theories for interstate control and regulations 
it was only a step to the idea of a Federal organiza- 
tion. By tempering that plan with the suggestion of 
@ Vicksburg paper that Federal control would be 
wholiv and only for the purpose of governing poss! 
ble interstate complications, it seems not 
meet with genera! favor. 

While nothing more than generalities have yet been 
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travel any ten miles of the vast distance from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the Pacific Ocean, on the Mexican 
side of the boundary line, without seeing members 
of the picturesque rurales. 

On this side, the Arizona Rangers and Forest Pa- 
trol and the Texas Rangers still exist. and are al- 
ways heard of in troublous times in that Southwest- 
ern land of sunshine and smugglers, 

Nowhere, however. is there @n organizailen sxaca, 
like the Canadian Mounted Police, which bony +4 
Williams suggested in his Jack 1 s~eech *: t RyeTe 
after which ‘e thought the Soutiherr Mounted .olice 
might be modeled. The Northwes Territories, over 
which the Mounted Police have ® pervis'*n, consist 
of a number of Canadian provinces which have a 
total area of 2,665,000 square miles. 

The rest of Canada is only 885,200 square miles, and 
the whole of Europe only °.%,000. Ir auuition to this 
vast spread of territory under the supervision of the 
“N. W. M. P." there is about 80) miles of interne- 
tional bourdary to be patrolled. 

To this enormous police task is devoted the service 
of’a maximum of 10/0 men and officers. Usually tne 
force is only recruited to 6&0 or 800 men; it started 
with 10. There are 100,000 aborigines in the North- 
weet Territories and innumerable nalf-breedg and 
mixed tionds. whtie it hrs onlv heen within recent 
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years that Montana, Idaho and other border States 
did not teem with

the Rurales, the Texas Rangers or other similar po- 
lice bodies, with the single exception of possibie 
complications arising because of State lines.

It is as a protection for the white people of the 
South from the bad negro that the Mounted Police 
is proposed. In order to accomplish this purpose the 
police must be Mounted Police in fact, and must 
depend not on railroads, telephones, telegraph and 
mail to carry them or to inform them, They must 
be ever in the saddle, and their coming and going 
must be regulated just as are the movements of the 
Northwest Mounted Police. 

One might travel a hundred miles along the Cana- 
dian border and never see a meimnber of that famous 
patrol.

T LAST wey -.ve an insight into John D. 
Rockefellers character through an accurate 
description of the way he plays golf. He 

is weak in driving, which calls for fire and power; 
fairly good in approaching, which calls for strength 
and boldness, and deadly in putting, which calls for 
cold, unimpassioned calculation. 

Putting is the intellectual, mathematical, delib- 
erative element of golf. The deadly accuracy with 
which the Standard Oil has been “holding out” for 
30 years might suggest that the man at its head 
was essentially a calculator, taking no chances, but 
we know it to be a fact. The statement that he 
never takes but two puts on the green and often 
“holes out” in one may be received with amazement 
by Travis and Chandler Eagen, but those who have 
watched Standard Oil are prepared to believe it, 
incredible as it may seem. 





7 HE pictures printed on this page were taken 
under John D. Rockefeller’s supervision. The

Going back to his 
hotel, the writer sent a note to the oil king saying 
that he (Rockefeller) was the most hated and least 
undefstood person in the United States, and that here 
was his (Rockefeller’s) opportunity to put himself be- 
fore the people of the country.
